He had a plan, he got on 
with it and more often 
than not delivered.” 

ON DUCKING QUESTIONS: 
“You are answering the 
question but you may not 
be giving the answer the 
interviewer wants. There’s 
a difference.” 

ON N KOREA: “I believe 
that Donald Trump will 
take the decisions that 
are right for security and 
safety around the world. 
He has very good advisers.”
